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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The invention, as set forth in the body of the 
claim, requires technology in a nontrivial way. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . Claims 21 and 22 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The methods of claims 22 and 23 are indefinite. See the "entering" step. It is not clear to 
whom or to what the investment criteria is entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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3. Claims 1-26 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Bloomberg Financial Markets 
Commodity News. 

4. The prior art teaches an electronic system for listing, searching, buying and 
selling commercial paper. The prior art calls the system "Boom". The applicant's 
specification also refers to its system as "BOOM" and describes the same components 
as the prior art, namely a system including a computer or computers, a server or 
servers having a processor or processors and programmed to search a database of 
offerings in commercial paper and other short-term interests and programmed to 
execute trades in these instruments. While the date of the document is unclear (a 
request for information directed to this document is included in the Rule 7.105 Request 
for Information, attached hereto), this paper includes a screen shot of commercial paper 
issued by SLM having a maturity date of 12/8/99. More than one year prior to the filing 
date of this application. The reference fails to speak to the claim limitations directed to 
limiting the offerings to authorized buyers. Based on the reference alone, one is not able 
to determine all the features of the BOOM system. It seems reasonable to believe that 
these features are inherent in the BOOM system since investment information has 
inherent value and is typically offered on a need to know basis. In the alternative, the 
examiner takes official notice of software designed to limit the access to authorized 
users and that it would have been obvious for one skilled in the art at the time to have 
combined this software with the BOOM system to limit for nonqualified buyers.
